Messrs. Peet and Eddy had a long 
conference today as to the advisabil- 
ity of reinforcing the searchers, but 
decided that the present arrange- 
ments sufficed. 


Consul General Dickinson remitusi 


at Sofia and -will operate from there 
until the liberation of MCiss Stone* is 
accomplished. 


The difficult nature of the country 


handicaps the searchers and Heavy 
rains have increased the difficulty of 
traversing the paths which arc tue 
only means of access to the hiding 
places of the bandits in the ruggel 
mountain range, flanked on the west 
by the Rilo and on the east by the 
Rhodope mountains, the summits of 
which are already capped with snow 
extending some distance dow^. 


Thick mists generally envelope the 


region in autumn, preventing eveu 
experienced mountaineers, shepherds 
and wood cutters 'from 
traveling. 


Early in the week one of the mission- 
ary searchers actually located the 
band and was approaching their re- 
treat when the brigands, apparently 
fearing the 
approach of troops, 


shifted their quarters and track of 
them was again lost. Now, however* 
thai the troops have been called off 
the directors of the search are hopeful 
of making better progress, though 
they point out that even after the 
brigands are found the negotiations 
may be prolonged, especially :n view 
of the lack of telegraph facilities.

BEET RAISING A SUCCESS. 


William Brooks, a prominent far- 


mer near Huntertown, has demon- 
strated that sugar beets can be suc- 
cessfully raised in Allen county and 
a sample of Mr. Brooks' cultivation 
has been on exhibition this week at 
The Sentinel office. 
The crop this 


year was experimental and but thiee 
acres were devoted to it. The yield 
will be from fifteen to twenty tons 
per acre and samples which have been 
tested at the beet sugar factory show 
that the crop is of high quality. The 
yield is contracted to the Kalamazoo 
Beet Sugar company at $4 per ton, 
and Mr. Brooks expects to largely in- 
crease his crop next year. The pres- 
ent growth is the first and only crop 
of sugar beets ever raised in. that se"- 
tion, but Mr. Brooks will be pleased 
to give information to others who 
may desire to embark in the culture. 
He is confident 
that 500 
acres 


planted to the crop would secure a 
factory for the manufacture of sug-ir 
in Allen county.

REAR ADMIRAL BITNCE YIELDS 


TO DEATH. 


A CANCER ENDED HIS LIFE 


WAS A VETERAN OF THE WAR 


OF THE REBELLION. 


A CAREER FULL OF HONORS 


Prancis Marvin Bunce was born De- 
ember 25, 1836, and was appointed 
o the naval academy Hay 28, 1852. 
le served with distinction in the 
ivil war, taking part in the block- 
,de of Wilmington, N. C., and in tho 
capture of Morris Island, S. C., July 
0, 1863. 
He commanded the ex- 


icdition which co-operated with Gea- 
ral Gilmore in the reduction of the 
onfederate works on the island and 
was in the attack on. Port Sumter 
September 8, 1863* He served on the 
monitor Patapsco in the siege of 
Charleston. In November, 1863, he 
was wounded by the premature ex- 
losion of a shell in the turret of the 
'otapsco. • 
He was on the staff of Admiral 


Dahlgren and received honorable 
mention time and again for gallant 
onduct 
i I 


After the war he achieved distinc- 


tion in taking the monitor Monad- 
nock from Philadelphia to San Frrxn- 
isco, that being the first extended 
voyage of an ironclad. He receive! 
a captain's commission in 1883 and 
was made a commodore in 1895. In 
898 he was given the rank of rear 
admiral. 


Admiral Bunce was one of the vet- 


erans of the civil war in which he 
rendered most distinguished service, 


was a predecessor of Admirc.l 


Sicard as comiaander-ia-chief of the 
North Atlantic squadron and was 
more active than any naval officer of 
lis timo in improving the navy to 
meet modern requirements.

;he outbreak of the Spanish war he 
was commandant of the New York 
navy yard.

THE GREAT PREACHER DESCRIBES SOME OP THE SCENES | 


t 
OF APPALLING VICE IN GREAT CITIES. 


'Washing-ton, D. C., Oct. 15.—In 


this discourse Dr. Talmage describe? 
sonis of the scenes to 'be witnessed 
late at nig'ht in tho great cities, and 
warns the mtwiary of many perils* 
Text: I&dahxxi., 11: "Watchman, 
what of the night?" 
When night came down on Babylon, 
Nineveh and Jerusalem, they need- 
ed careful watching, otherwise the 
incendiary's torch might have been 
thrust inio the very (heart of the 
metropolitan splendor; or 
enemies, 


marching from the hills, might have 
forced the gates, 
'All night long, 


on top of the wall and in front of 
the gates, might be heard the meas- 
ured step of the watchm&n on his 
solitary beat; silence hung in the air, 
s.xve as.some passer-by raised t:ie 
question, "Watchman, what of the 
night?" 


It is to me a deeply suggestive? 


and solemn thing to sse a man 
standing guard by night It thrilled 
through me, *as at the gate of an 
arsenal in Charleston, 'the question 
once smote me, "Who come? there?" 
followed by the 
sharp command, 


"Advance 'and give the countersign/' 
Every mortal teacher stands on 
picket or patrols the wall as watch- 
man. His work is to sound the 
ularm;-and whether it be in the first 
watch, in the second watch, in the 
third watch, or in the fourth watch, 
to be vigilant until the daybreik 
flings its 
"morning 
glories" 
o£ 


blooming cloud 'across the trellis of 
fche sky. 


The ancients divided their night 


into four parts—the first watch, from 
6*0 9; the second, from 9 to 12; the 
third, from 12 to 3, -and the fourth, 
from 3 to 6. I ?peak now of the city 
in the third watch, or from 12 to 3 
o'clock* 


LIFE OP THE CITY. 


I never weary of looking upon the 


life of the city in the first watch. 
That is the hour when the stores arc 


' closing. The laboring men, having 


quitted the scaffolding and ths shop. 
are on their way home. It rejoices 
me to give them my seat in the city 
car. They have stood and hammered 
away all dny. Their feet are weary. 
They are exhausted with the tug of 
work. 
They are mostly 
cheerful. 


With appetites sharpened on the 
swift turner's wheel and the car 
penfcers' whetstone, they seek tlu 
evening meal. t The clerks, too, liave 
broken &way from the counter, and 
with, brain weary (of the long line of 
figures and the whims of those who 
go a-shcpping, seek the face 
of 


mother, or wife 
and 
child. 
The 


streets are thronged 
with young 


men setting out from tone- great cen- 
ters of bargain making. Let idlers 
clear the street and give right of 
way to the besweated artisans anfi 
merchants. 
They have earned theii 


bread, and 'are now on their way 
.home to get it. 
The lights in full 


j^t hang over 10,000 evening re- 
pasts— the parents at either end of 
the table, the 
children between 


Thank God, "who sebteth the soli- 
tary in families." 
*A few hours later and all the 
places 'of amusement, good and bad 
are in full tide. Lovers of art, cat- 
alogue in hand, stroll through the 
galleries and discuss the pictures 
The ballroom is resplendent'with the 
rich, apparel of these who, on eithei 
side of the white, glistening boards 
await the signal from the orchestra 
Concert halls lare 
liftod 
into en- 


chantment with the warble of one 
songstress, 'or swept out on a sea of 
tumultuous feeling 'by the 'blast of 
brazen instruments. Drawing rooms 
'are filled wifoh all gracefulness of 
apparel, with all sweetness of sound 
with all splendor of manner; mirrors 
are catching up and multiplying the 
scene, until it saems as if in infinite 
corridors there were

The outdoor air rings with laughter 
•and with the moving to and fro of 
thousands on the great promenades 
The da^hSng span, adrip with the

chiefs. Ths clerks of the store take 


hand after the shutters are put 


up, and 
the 
officers of the court 


while away their time while the jury 
is out. 


In Baden-Baden, when that city 


was the greatest of all gambling 
places on earth, it was no unusual 
thing 
the 
next morning, in the 


woods around the city, to find the 
suspended bodies of suicides. What- 
ever be the splendor of 
surouncl- 


ings, there is 
no excxise for tins 


crime. The thunders of eternal de- 
struction roll hi tho deep rumble ot 
that gambling- tenpin-alley, ai;d as 
men come nut to join the long VMO- 
cession of sin, all the drums of death 
bear the dead march of a thousand 
souls. 


AT THE GAMING TABLE. 


In one year, in New York :;Ity. 


there. were $7,000,000 sacrificed at 
"he gaming table. Perhaps some oi 
your friends have b?en smitten 01 
this sin. Perhops some of you have 
b3en smitten by it. 
Perhaps there 


may be a stranger here from seme 
of the hotels.

igents of iniquity, who fairy around

blew his brains out, and before tho 
bloDd was washed from the floor by 
;he maid the comrades were shuffling 
:ards again. 
You sec, %ere is more 


mercy in the (highiwayman for the be- 
lated traveler on whose body he heaps 
fJic stones, there is more mercy ii: 
the frost for the flower that it kills, 
there is more mercy in the hurricane 
that shivers the steamer on the At- 
lantic coast, than there is mercy ir» 
the heart of a gambler for his victim. 


In the third -watch of the night, 


also, drunkenness does its wors*. The 
drinking will bo respectable at 8 
o'clock in the evening, a little flushed 
at 9, talkative and garrulous at 10, 
at 11 blasphemous, at 12 the hat 
falls off, at 1 tho man falls to tho 
floor, asking for more 'drink. Strewn 
through the drinking saloons of the 
city, fathers, husbands, sons as good 


In the high circles of society it is 
hushe'd'Nrp. 
A merchant prin'ce, 'if 


he gets noisy and uncontrollable, is 
taken by his fellow revelers, who try 
to get him to bed or take him home, 
v/here he falls flat in the entry. 
Do 


not wake up the children. They have 
had the disgrace enough. 
Do not let 


them know it. 
Hush it up. 
But 


sometimes it cannot be hushed up 
when the rum touches the brain and 
the man becomes thoroughly fren- 
zied. 
Such a one came home, having 


bsen absent for some time, and dur- 
ing his absence his wife died, and 
she lay in the next room prepared 
for the obsequeis, and he went in and 
dragged her by the locks and shook 
her out of her shroud and pitched her 
out of the window. 
Oh, when rum 


touches the brain you cannot hush 
it up! 


SOMETHING RADICAL. 


Hy friends, you see all around 


about .you the need that something 
radical be done. 
You do not see the 


worst. 
In the midnight meetings 


in London a great multitude have 
been saved. 
We want a few hundred 


Christian men and women to come 
down from the highest circles of so- 
ciety to toil -amid these wandering 
and destitute ones, and kindle up a 
light in the dark alley, even the 
gladness 
of 
heaven. 
Do not go 


wrapped in your fine furs and from 
your well-filled tables, with the idea 
that pious talk is going- to stop the 
gnawing of an empty stomach or to 
warm stocking-less feet 
Take bread, 


take raiment, take medicine, as well 
as take prayer. 
There is a great 


deal of common sense in what the 
poor woman said -to the city mission- 
ary when, he was tolling her how she 
ought to love God and serve Him. 
"Oh/' she said, "if you were as poor 
and cold as I am, and as hungry, you 
could think of nothing else." 


A great deal of what is called Chris- 


tian work goes for nothing, for the 
simple reason it is not practical; as 
after the battle of Antietam a man 
got out of an ambulance with a bag 
of tracts, and George Stuart, one of 
the best Christian men in this coun- 
try, said to him: 
"What are you 


distributing tracts for now? 
There 


are 3,000 men bleeding to dentfti. Bind 
up their wounds, and then distribute 
the tracts." 
We want more com- 


mon-sense in Christian work, taking 
the bread of this life in one hand and 
the bread of the next life in the other 
hand. 
No such inapt work as that 


done by the Christian man who, dur- 
ing our civil war, went into a lios- 


with tracts, and coming to the 


bed of a man whosa legs had been 
amputated, gave him a tract on the 
sin of dancing! I rejoice before God 
that never are sympathetic words ut- 
tered, never a prayer offered, never a 
Christian, alms-giving indulged in 
but it is blessed. 
There is a place 


in 
Switzerland, I have been told 


where the utterance of one word will 
bring back a score of echoes; and I 
have to tell you that a sympathetic 
word, a generous word, a helpful 
word, uttered inthe dark places of the 
town will bring back 10,000 echoes 
from heaven. 
Are there in this as- 


semblage those who knew by experi- 
ence the tragedies in the third watch 
of the night? 
I am not here to 


thrust you back with one hard word, 
Take the bandage from your bruised 
soul, and put on it the soothing salve 
of Christ's gospel and of God's com- 
passion. 
I tell you there is more de- 


light in heaven over one man that 
<?ets reformed by the grace of God 
than over ninety and nine that never 
got off the track. 


NEVEK, A BETTER. 


I could give you-the history in 


minute of one of the best friends I 
ever had. 
Outside of my own family 


I never had a bettor friend. 
He wel 


corned me to my home at the west 
Ke was of splendid personal appear 
ance, but he had an ardor of soul and 
a warmth of affection that made me 
love him like a brother. 
I saw men 


coming out cf the saloons ana gam 
bling hells and they surrounded my 
friend, and they took him at the weak 
ooint—his social nature—and I saw 
him going down and I had a fail 
talk with him—for I never yet saw a 
man you could not talk with on the 
subject of his habits, if you talked 
with him in the right way.

to him, "Why don't you give up you 
bad habits and become a Christian?1

simply takes the opportunity to 
furnish the readers of the Tribune 
•with some ideas in general of what 
they may expect in appearance and 
design of th« new inventions, leaving 
out the details, which he does not 
. wish to elaborate on at present. There 
are some points, however, particular- 


ly with reference to the modern loco- 
motive, of which it is perhaps proper 
to take notice. 


As practical men know, the modern 


locomotive is very faulty and imper- 
fect, and though the American is the 
best machine of its kind in the world, 
yet on its present lines of construc- 
tion any increase in speed or power 
can hardly te expected from it. 
It 


has reached its limit of excellence. 
This is so for several reasons. 
The 


side gearing that makes it dangerous 
to employ wheels of more than s?ven 
ind one-foal f or eight feet in height, 
ransot with safety make over six~ 
miles an hour. 
At that rate i: al- 


ways knocks, and threatens to throw 
itself from the tracks, and tha en* 
^ineer and fireman usually find life 
considerable of a burden. 
A wheel 


ten, twelve, fourteen or sixteen and 
^nc-half feet could not be thought of 
for a moment on such an engine. 


The locomotive itself is very top- 


heavy; the natural friction is greatly 
reduced by placing the crank pin be- 
tween the centre of the axle of the 
wheel and the outer rim, instead of 
hiving the connection at or close to 
he center of the axle at the point of 
gravitation. 
The whole power then 


icts over the centre of the cross ties 
%nd side play is dispensed with. The 
weight cf the boiler is carried al- 
most down on the rails. 
There ir 


now the opportunity to us? larger 
driving wheels with the fame safety 
is smaller ones on the sides. 
With 


wheels twelve, fourteen or sixteen 
and one-half feet, properly attached 
to the locomotive, there are neither 
jumps nor jolts, but the locomotive 
runs smooth, like oil, and almost any 
spesd c\n be attained, provided tho 
engines can supply ths required 
amount of power. 


Large wheels, with the weight helc1 


close to the rails, and direct center 
ipplication of power to the load, over- 
come the danger and make it far 
more apparent than real. 
And the 


increase in the load of an engine har 
a tendency to alleviate the danger. 


The seven and one-half foot driv- 


ing wheel that goes a mile a minute 
travels 'twenty-two feet in one com- 
plete revolution, and makes five revo- 
lutions, or 110 feet, per second, and 
to go 550 feet it would take five sec- 
onds cf time, perform twenty-five 
revolutions, and 
discharge exactly 


ICO cylinderfuls of steam. 


let us see what the new inven- 


tion will do in these respects. 
The 


sixteen and two^thirds foot driver 
makes the 550 feet in eleven revolu- 
tions, one second of time, discharges 
but sixteen or twenty cylinderfuls of 
stsam in that distance, which is gain- 
ing eight cylinderfuls of steam over 
the other, or almost the whole boiler- 
ful still in reserve. 
Who can doubt, 


therefore, that there would be a great 
saving of fuel? 


Again, there is an increase cf two 


to one in friction in the new inven- 
tion, which indicates large addition 
to the hauling powsr. while five times 
the amount of steam power can be 
used as would be available on the 
ccmmcn loccmotive, and in a moment 
of time. 


Twelve hundred tons is a pretty 
od freight, and it has been reported 


that the largest engines will draw 
2.0CO tons, but it would seem aston- 
ishing, almost beyond calculations, to 
Fes an engine of about the fame size 
perhaps two to five tons heavier, walk 
off with 5,000 tons, or 8,000 tons, 
and move quicker and speedier than 
the former. 
Such an engine would 


certainly be far more profitable to 
the railroad company. 


There would not bo much difficulty 


in the building of large wheels at 
the present time, as new processes in 
tho making of steel and the work- 
ing cf metals are amply sufficient to 
produce such as would be satisfac- 
tory in size and strength. 
Large 


circular saws, revolving at frightful 
rates of speed and doing heavy work, 
are found to be quite safe, and the 
large drive wheel with a much small 
er number of revolutions ought to be 
quite free from the average danger. 


The 14-foot 
drive wheel would 


44 feet in one complete revolu- 


tion. To go 550 feet it must make 
i2]£ revolutions. Five hundred and 
fifty feet per second means 33,000 
feet, or almost six miles, per minute, 
or about 350 miles per hour, or ID 
revolutions would mean 750 feet per 
second, or over eight miles per min 
ute, or 480 miles per hour, a speed 
that would follow close to Father 
Time's footsteps. 


No one would care to travel on so 


speedy a train until 
it had been 


thoroughly tested, 
but when fully 


proved to be safe as any train, then 
one can imagine that if an old pat- 
tern and a new pattern train were 
standing side by side in one of the 
Minneapolis depots and 
ready for 


Chicago, the passengers would all 
make a break for the crackerjack. 


Seventy-five miles per hour would 


be a trfling gait, 100 miles per hour 
would be a sort of dog trot, and 150 
to 200 but moderate rate of trans- 
portation. 
Perhaps they would al 


want to get to their destination 
a 


little sooner. 


The principles involved are, that 


the power of steam is not confine: 
to any particular number of pounds 
to accomplish work, but it can be 
greatly increased 
according -to the 


adaptability of the engine 
or ma- 


chine in which it is used. 
This is 


the discovery. 


Obtaining the full power and fric- 


tion in locomotives by causing both 
power and friction in locomotives to 
be exerted from the center of the 
axle. 


The saving of four-fifths 
of the 


amount of steam and one-half the 
fuel, giving an opportunity to de- 
crease the size of the firebox and 
making use of much of it fcr other 
purposes, and the adding of great 
strength to the boiler and the de- 
veloping of a beauty and majesty 
of design so strikingly American. 


The application of this invention 


to steamships would have the same 
principles, though be of different de- 
sign. The power would act at the 
lowest possible part of the bottom of 
the 
vessel, 
where 
the 
greatest 


weight of water exerts its force of 
gravity.

acknowledged commercial needs.

Hours, days, weeks and months are 
wasted on the highways in transit 
to reach places to do business.

means of transit would prove a boon 
to all mankind.

the progress of events of the past 
but is confident that the period of 
rapid transit must come within a 
most. 
People who travel will soon

wants, conveniences and necessities. 


The inventor cf the plan of rapid 


transit not long since submitted the 
principles of his invention, -without 
details, to a few practical men of 
knowledge, and before any explana- 
tion they were ready to dispute any 
claims to its merits. But when they 
understood the principle they said at 
once: "Yes. it will work. That is 
all right,'* etc. And a capitalist who 
was present became intensely inter- 
ested and remarked to the inventor: 


will 
get you 
any quantity of 


money on that/' 


The records of the 
patent office 


show nothing similar. 


A location 
for a manufacturing 


plant is contemplated in the near fa- 
ture. It is not claimed for the in- 
vention that such amazing rates of 
speed as spoken of will be attained at 
once, but that such rapid transit will 
be reached as will far exceed any now 
in use, and that later on the traveler 
can have as fast transportation as 
he pleases.—Minneapolis Tribune.

It is an open secret fhat Charing 
Cross railway station is the best post 
ir. -the whole metropolis, but Ludgate 
station is a close rival, ani thers, we 
are officially informed, is posted the 
very best shoeblack in London — a 
genius in his way, who, be the weath- 
er wet or dry, turns out a boot of 
glossy brightness with great adroit- 
ness. 
It is apposite to mention here 


that the harvest -time for the s'hoe- 
b!ack is a warm, sunny day af'ev a 
rrvir;. 
For very shame then the c;ty 


man must be brightly shod, and the 
red-coated lad appeals with almcn" 
certain success. 


The earnings of these hardy youths 


are by no means contemptible. 
The 


standard price of a polish is. as 
everyone knows, a penny. 
But the 


bestowal of such a trifling mm, espe- 
cially when to boctblacking is added 
the superfine attention of brushing 
the trousers, would provoke a look 
of blank amazement, if not profound 
disgust. , Two-pence is an ordinary 
sum to pay. but generosity knows nr 
limits. 
Hew does the boy dispose of 


his earnings? 
The first sixpence he 


earns he takes for himself, for outlay 
upon dinner. 
The remainder is then 


divided into three pants, onMhird 
going into his own packet as wage. 
one-third going to (the society and 
one-third being placed by the society 
in a bank to his credit. 
Thus, if the 


day's earrangs amount to 5 shillings 
— -which is a little over the average 
sum (always apart from perquisites) 
—he takes 2 shillings for himself, 
h'ss 1 shilling 6 pence placed to his 
credtit in the bank and 'hands over i 
shilling 6 pence to the society* By 
this sysoem he receive 6 peirce more 
than two- thirds of his daily earx'.ngs. 
Against his bank account is placed 
the cost of the polishes, blacking. 
brushes, etc., handed out tD him. Even 


these deductions tthe lad may 


find himself credited Trith a small 
fortune at the end of the year.

the present moment the ledger shows 
the cite of a boy u~ho, after fifteen 
months* employment, is entitled to

No boy is encouraged to 


stay after he is seventeen years cf 
age, and of those who leave by far 
the larger proportion join the navy 
and the army.

special trip to see him and discovered 
that he was thriving and abundantly 
grateful for the early care he had re- 
ceived.

PEAS 3,000 YEARS OLD.

Scientists in Europe aic much sur- 


prised at a story which recently ap- 
peared in the Independent, a paper 
published at Saint-Omer, and winch 
tells of the remarkable vitality of 
very ancient peas, 


B. A. Stewart, a horticulturist re- 


siding at Kames, a village in the 
island of Bute, tells the story. 
One 


of his friends, he says, who lives in 
Glasgow, 
went 
to Egypt 
a few 


months ago and one day he found a 
handful of peas in the saicophagus 
of one of the Pharaohs, who died 
3,000 years ago. Impelled by simple 
curiosity he put them in his pocket, 
intending to sow them in his garden 
when he returned home, though he 
had very little hope that any of them 
would ever blossom. 


This intention he duly carried out 


and great was his amazement when 
he found that the peas blossomed in 
due course and eventually attained a 
height of six feet. 
Their pods, he 


found, were on an average seven to 
eight centimeters in length by two 
in width, and the peas themselves 
were a little larger and much sweetei 
than the ordinary ones. He further 
noticed that instead of being white 
thMi flowers were red, with a narrow 
yellow border. 


That seeds should be able to start

The Sentinel is indebted to a well 
known employe at the electric works. 
He writes as follows: "Probably no 
tcol or appliance that has been in- 
stalled in the new machine shop nt 
the Fort Wayne Electric works is 
more serviceable than the electric 
traveling 
crane, 
which 
permits 


weights within the limits of its ca- 
pacity to be handled and placed in 
any part of the shop included be- 
tween the runways and under its 
beam. In the operation of the crane, 
the most exact control of the motive 
power applied to it is necessay; the 
power must be smooth and continu- 
ous in its operation, so as to avoid 
jars or shocks, which might, in com- 
bination with heavy loads, exceed the 
safety limits of the crane. No motive 
power equals the electric motor for 
smoothness of action and simplicity 
'of apparatus and none is so easily 
controlled. It is because of this qual- 
ity that the electric motor is super- 
ceding all other power in the opera- 
tion of big cranes, such as the one 
just placed in the electric works. 
This crane travels along tracks sup- 
ported upon steel uprights and is con- 
trolled by the operator standing in a 
cage suspended from one end of the 
deep girders forming the transverse 
part of the crane mechanism. On top 
of these Orders run the "crab," the 
moving element of the crane, con- 
taining the hoisting mechanism ^or 
operating the large hook, from which 
the load is suspended. 
By this ar- 


rangement movement is secured in 
each of the three dimensions of space 
and both directions in each. 
The 


crane has three thirty-horse power 


^ 
motors, one governing the motion of 


5 
the beam, another propelling the crab 
the length of the beam and tho third 
working the hoist. 
The power em- 


ployed in the operation of the crane 
is known as direct current, 250 volt 
system, and is well lighted by in- 
candescent lamps. The space covered 
by the crane is 30x200 feet, or 6,000 
square feet floor space."

If Charles Dunn Is 
innocent he has been haplessly en- 
tangl*»cl by a network of as unfortu-

The sifting of the evidence must de- 
termine whdther Dunn has not been 
in u different way as much a victim 
as the little girl whose lifeless form 
was fished from *he dark and forbid- 
ding depths of his cistern last July.

MAY HAVE BEEN BUT A FREAK. 


Dunn's reluctance to join in the 


general search for the girl, his ob- 
jection to -the investigation of the 
depths of his cistern, his whole ap- 
parent attitude of opposition to 
his nsigrnbcrs were doing, may have 
been but the freakish antagonism of 
a mind naturally and peculiarly ob- 
stinate, Dunn may have firmly be- 
lieved tho girl was not about his 
premises and that she 
would foe 


heard of in the course of brief time. 
He had never associated intimately 
nor very cordially with many of his 
neighbors ard may have held aloof 
fiom them on this occasion merely 
to be, consistently with liis disposi- 
tion, in disagreement with their

But the girl was found in his cis- 


tern. Her body displayed marks of 
violence sufficient, the state says, to 
have caused her dcatfh.

murder and all the hateful and con- 
comitant passions of moral degen- 
eiacy are the complement of a nature 
at once benevolent and kind; but the 
processes of su'oh a mind must con- 
fuse and balk the feeble efforts of 
the ordinary apprehension to get a 
glimpse beyond what such a mind 
chooses to reveal of itself. 


Thus it is that many persons who 


are willing to admit that the ap- 
pearance of circumstances is against 
the prisoner, refuse to believe him 
guilty. They cannot reconcile what 
they know of his kindness and his 
charities with any theory that he 
may possibly be guilty of a murder 
so atrocious as alleged by the state.

All this, of course, is speculative

No serious thing had ever been hint- 
ed against him until tho death of 
the half-witted Weissell girl.

THEY BECAME ALAKMED. 


When the girl failed to appear at 


home at the supper hour the mother 
became apprehensive and as the even- 
ing shadows drew on hsr apprehen- 
sion increased to the point of positive 
alarm. She began making inquiries 
and hunting for the child. A visit 
at the Dunn home at the outset of the 
search elicited the information that 
Alice Cothrell had been, there early in 
the afternoon; that she had entered

The Dunn residence, by far the 


most pretentious in the village, is sit- 
uated little more than the distance of 
a block north of the humble cottage 
occupied by the Cothrells.

other hypothesis that may be as- 
sumed by the defense is 'that 
Sarapleson, Dunn's domestic, made 
way with t'he little girl. Another 
that may be assumed is that Alice 
Cothrell fell into 'the cistern acci- 
dentally. 
But this would not dis- 


pose of the state's allegation that an 
attempt to outrage her had been 
mrde, 'that she had been violently 
choked and that she did not meet 
her death by drowning. It is not 
unlikely that consideration of each 
of these •and of other reasonable hy- 
potheses may enter into the defense. 
At all events a strong, determined 
and able defense is expected from 
Henry Colerick, Dunn's attorney, 
who is one of the most widely known 
criminal lawyers in this section of 
the countiy land who either for de- 
fense or prosecution has been iden- 
tified with nearly every murder trial 
in Alien county for Ihe last thirty 
years or more.

•an'd tragic case befoie the jury must 
answer so far as it can all specula- 
tion. TJip twelve good men and true 
must sift and weigh and determine. 


STOKY OF THE CASE. 


It was on the afternoon of Tues- 


day, July 2, 1901, that little Alice 
Cothrell, the 10-year-old daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Edward Cothrell, mys- 
teriously disappeared from her home 
| in the village of Wallen, six miles 


I north of Fort Wayne. Shortly fol- 
lowing the dinner hour, after playing 
for a time with a younger brother 
and sister, Alice left the house un- 
noticed by her mother. No member 
of the Cothrell family saw the girl 
alive after this time. 
Five days 


later, on the afternoon of Sunday, 
July 7, the lifeless body of the little 
girl was dragged from a cistern be- 
neath the kitchen at the residence of 
Charles Dunn, owner of a sawmill 
and perhaps the most prominent citi- 
zen of the village. 


The absence of the girl during the 


afternoon of her disappearance oc- 
casioned no apprehension upon the 
part of the Cothrell family until late 


the kitchen where Mario Sampleson, 
a domestic, was at work at the fam- 
ily washing about 1 o'clock. 
The 


girl stated that Alice had remained 
but a few minutes; that she had paid 
but little attention to her, but rec- 
ollected having noticed Alice leave 
the house by way of the rear kitchen 
door, pass back through the yard and 
turn northward in an alley which 
runs along the rear of the property. 


Edward Cothrell, father of the 


missing girl, was an employe of 
Dunn, and during that day had been 
engaged in hauling logs* Returning 
from his day's work quite late in the 
evening he was told of the disappear- 
ance of the child and at once took up 
the search. News of her disappear- 
ance quickly spread* and within a 
short time practically every inhabi- 
tant of the little town was assisting 
in the hunt for the missing child. 
Among those who participated in this 
work were members of the Dunn 
household. 


Every house in the village was vis- 


ited, and late that night Cothrell, to- 
gether with "Del" Heed, a young 
man also in Dunn's employ, hitched 
up one of the latter's rigs and drove 
to Fort Wayne, thinking perhaps the 
child had come to the home of rela- 
tives in this city* It was a fruitless 
quest, and after notifying 
officers 


here of the girl's disappearance, they 
returned home. 


DAYS OF ANXIOtTS SEARCH. 
Then followed days and nights of 


most thorough and anxious search 
for the missing child. 
Work ws,s 


practically abandoned by the syxnpa- 


bors that he had repeatedly searched 
every foot of his own and adjacent 
premises thoroughly; that there was 
absolutely no use of further search 
about his place, and expressed the 
opinion that the child would not be 
found within several miles of Wal- 
len. 


INSIST ON A SEARCH. 


People began to feel that a more 


thorough search of the Dunn premv 
isss, where the girl is said to have 
been la^t seen alive, was imperative, 
yet in tlie face of Dunn's positive as- 
sei tion that he Qiad made a thorough 
search, there was a natural tendency 
upon the part of the people to hesi- 
tate* This state of affairs continued 
until the Huntertown gentlemen 
after a conference determined to pro- 
ceed to Wallen and insist upon a 
search of the Dunn premises, and 
particularly of the cistern. 
Whis- 


pers of suspicion gained circulation; 
Dunn heard of them and it angered 
Mm. 
The search of the Dunn cis- 


tern was precisely what the Wallen 
people desired, but they lacked per- 
haps organization and leadership to 
enforce the demand. There were in- 
dications that many people in the 
vicinity stood in. fear of the mill- 
owner. 


Wot so with the Huntertown Reg-

believed that the child had run away, 
or that she had been kidnaped, or had 
met accidental death, but it was only 
after days and nights of ceaseless 
and fruitless search that suspicions 
of foul play began to arise. Interest 
and anxiety in the case spread; 


over the matter, and lie assured them 
that it was useless; that he had 
already searched every foot of the 
premises. Finally two of the Regu- 
lat>rs—J. A. Noonan and J. E. Ballcu 
—were given permission to make an 
exploration of the cistern. Dunn ac- 
companied them, and procured the 
material by which a 
stick 
was 


spliced to the handle of a garden 
rjlce in order to reach the bottom of 
tho cistern. 


FOUND THE BODY. 


Almost immediately 
from 
the 


depths of nearly eight feet of water 
in the cistern below the kitchen the 
lifeless body of the little girl was 
lifted. 
Dunn's first remark is said 


to have been: "My Clod, we've besoa 


drinking that water." The discov- 
ery of t'he child's body created a sen* 
sation tftat can be better imagined 
than described, and the high feeling 
that had prevailed for several days 
was quickly intensified, for the mys- 
tery of the gill's whereabouts was 
solved only to give way to another, 
Kow came the body in the cistern? 


The cisten is located directly be~ 


neatli the kitc&en floor, and is 
reached by a trap door in the floor, 
the* opening- being the widtli between 
the joists and perhaps twenty inches 
in length. Over the top of the cis- 
tern, possibly eighteen inches below 
the floor, was another lid of similar 
shape, though 
varying 
from the 


first in size. The body of the dead 
girl lifted from the cistern was ten- 
derly laid upon the lawn at the side 
of the house, and word was sent to 
the city for Coroner Barnett, That 
official, together with Sheriff Stout, 
drove to the Dunn residence Sunday 
afternoon and began au investiga- 
tion wliicU resulted in a series of 
s-ensational developments. 
For the 


week following public interest was 
wrought to the highest pitch. For 
a still longer period the remarkable 
case was the chief topic of conversa- 
tion* 


Coronet Barnett view the remains 


of the dead girl and ordeml the body 
removed to the grief-stricken home 
a few doors away. Dr. Barnett al- 
most at once sent for Dr. Greenwell, 
of Huntertown, and upon the arrival 
of that physician a post-mortem ex- 
amination of the body -was made. 


The coroner's inquest, held at the 


court house on Monday, resulted in 
some sensational 
revelations 
as 


shown by the testimony of some of 
the seventeen witnesses examined. 
The unusual interest in the mysteri- 
ous case served to bring to the city 
a large proportion of the population 
of Wnllen and vicinity in addition 
to the witnesses 
who were sum- 


moned, and in the 
groups which 


^thronged the corridors of the county 
building while the hearing was in 
progress behind closed doors there 
was plainly manifested an almost 
universal feeling of suppressed ex- 
pectancy. 


STARTLING DISCLOSURES. 


Prosecutor Emrick was called into 


the case at the beginning of the in- 
quest, and he, together with Coroner 
Barnett, conducted the interrogation 
of witnesses. The evidence adduced 
was of a most startling nature. Dr. 
Greenwell testified that he found the 
thyroid region of the neck engorged 
and distended, with the left thyroid 
gland slightly enlarged, indicating 
compression of tfoe neck by pressure 
on either side of the thyroid cartil- 
lagpe. More than this the physician 
testified to the discovery of condi- 
tions which indicated that au at- 
tempt a't criminal assault had been 
made. It was stated that there was 
no water in the lungs of the dead 
girl, and the physician gave it as 
his opinion that Alice Cothrell hiad 
been asphyxiatied by pressure with 
the hind, and that she was dead b** 
fore her body went into the depths 
of the cistern at Dunn's home. The 
certificate of death signed by Coioner 
Barnett on Tuesday gives asphyxia- 
tion as the disease causing death, 
and the immediate cause of deatb as 
choking by a Oiand. 


DTnrar is ABBESSED. 


Charles Dunn fwas a witness at the 


coroner's inquest and mingled with 
the throngs of his neighbors in the 
court house during the day. 
It was 


10 o'clock at night before the testi- 
mony of the various witnesses was 
completed, and upon the direction of 
the coroner >and the prosecutor Dunn 
was arrested for the awful crime of 
murder. 
He was taken into custody 


by Sheriff Stout while yet in the 
court house about 10 o'clock Monday 
evening. 
Previous to this Dunn had 


expressed some apprehension for the 
safety of Marie Sampleton, the do- 
mestic, whom he feared might be ac- 
cused of connection with the girl's 
death, though he expressed his con- 
fidence in her innocence. 


His own arrest he took very quiet- 


ly, but vehemently asserted his in- 
nocence. 
Dunn was locked up in the 


Allen county jail for the night, and 
on Tuesday morning Coroner Barnett 
nett filed in Justice Harry F. 
France's court <an affidavit charging 
Charles Dunn with the murder of 
Alice Cothrell. 
Justice France is- 


sued a warrant, which was served 
upon Mr. Dunn at the county Jail. 
On the afternoon of the same day, 
July 9, the prisoner, cool and self- 
collected, manifesting littlo outward 
worry over the terrible charge hang- 
ing over him, was brought into the 
justice court and his preliminary 
hearing fixed for Saturday afternoon, 
July 13, at 2 o'clock. Mr. Dunn had 
retained Henry Colerick as his at- 
torney.

acres were devoted to it. The yielc 
will be from fifteen to twenty tons 
per acre and samples which have been 
tested at the beet sugar factory show 
that the crop is of high quality. The 
yield is contracted to the Kulamazoo 
Beet Sugar company at S4 per ton 
and Mr. Brooks expects to largely in- 
crease his crop next year. The pres- 
ent growth is the first and only crop 
of sugar beets ever raised in that sec- 
tion, but Mr. Brooks will be pleased 
to give information to others who 
may desire to embark in the culturo.

that 500 acres

The Sentinel te indebted to a well 
known employe at the electric works. 
He writes us follows: "Probnbly no 
tool or appliance that has been in- 
stalled in the new machine shop nt 
the Fort Wayne Electric works is 
more serviceable 
than the aleelric 


traveling 
crane, 
which, 
permits 


weights within the limits of its ca- 
pacity to he handled and placed in 
any part of the shop include-d be- 
tween, the runways and under its 
he-am. In the operation of the crane, 
the most exact control of the motive 
power applied to it is necessay; the 
power must be smooth and continu- 
ous in its operation, so as to avoid 
jnrs or shocks, which might, in com- 
bination with heavy loads, exceed the 
safety limits of the crane. No motive 
power equals the electric motor for 
smoothness of action and simplicity 
of apparatus and nune is so easily 
controlled. It is because of this qual- 
ity that, the electric motor is super- 
ceding1 all other power in the opera- 
tion of big cranes, such as the one 
just placed in the electric works. 
This crane travels along tracks sup- 
ported upon steel uprights and is con- 
trolled by'the operator standing in a 
cage suspended from one end of the 
deep girders forming the transverse 
part of the crane mechanism. On top 
of these girders run the "crab," the 
moving1 element of the- crane, con- 
taining the hoisting mechanism for 
operating1 the large hook, from which 
the load is suspended. 
By this ar- 


rangement movement is secured in 
each of the three dimensions of space 
and both directions in each. 
The 


crane has three thirty-horse power 
motors, one governing the motion of 
the beam, another propelling the- crab 
the length of the beam and the third 
working the hoist. 
The power em- 


ployed in the operation of the crane 
is known as direct current, 250 volt 
system, and is well lighted by in- 
candescent lamps. The space covered 
by the crane is 30x200 feet, or 6,000 
square feet floor space."

ANOTHER CRIME CHARG-ED. 
A decided sensation was caused a 


month ago when return -was ™ade by 
the grand jury 
of Dunn's indict- 


ment for the murder of Alice Coth- 
rcll by simultaneous annoimcement 
that another indictment had been 
found, in which Dunn was charged 
with having committed an abortion 
on Elizabeth Weissell, a. half-witted 
domestic formerly employed by him 
and whose death occurred almost ex- 
actly a year -before the death of Alire 
Cothrell. 
The indictment for this 


alleged crime produced a much, grea't- 
ed furor than the bill formally 
charging- him with the foul murder 
of Alice Cothrell. 
Indictment for 


tlie Cothrell murder only fulfilled 
public expectation. 
Indictment in 


the Weissell affair was utterly unex- 
pected. 
It .wns not a revelation, for 


the matter had on one other occasion 
been considered by a grand jury. But 
it has been said that at that time 
there was strong reluctance on the 
part of those supposed to know some- | 


subtle reasoning of a Lonrbroso anight 
set these opposite characteristics into 
a natural relation or the laborious 
genius of a Hordau prove thai lust, 
murder and all the hateful and con- 
comitant passions of moral degen- 
eracy are the complement of a nature 
at once benevolent and kind; but the 
processes of su'^h a mind, must con- 
fuse and balk the feeble efforts of 
the ordinary apprehension to get a.

STORY OF THE CASE. 


It was on the afternoon of Tues- 


day, July 2, 1901, that little Alice 
Cothrell, the 10-year-old daughter of 
Mr. and Mrs. Edward Cothrell, mys- 
teriously disappeared from her home 
in the village of "Wallen, six miles 
north of Fort Wayne. Shortly fol- 
lowing the dinner hour, after playing 
for a time with a younger brother 
and sister, Alice left the house un- 
noticed by her mother. No member 
of the Cothrell family saw the girl 
alive after this time. 
Five days 


later, on. the Afternoon of Sunday, 
July 7, the lifeless body of the little 
girl was dragged from a cistern be- 
neath the kitchen at the residence of 
Charles Dunn, owner of a sawmill 
find perhaps the most prominent citi- 
zen of the village. 


The absence of the girl during the 


afternoon, of her disappearance oc- 
casioned no apprehension upon the 
p'art of the Cothrell family until late 


, in the afternoon. Alice was known 
by practically every one in the vil- 
lage, was quite a favorite with the 
people and frequently called at their 
| homes. 
Particularly was this the 


', cnse nt -the Dunn home, where Mrs. 
1 Dunn, who has been suffering- for 
: some years from a mental affliction 
of a mild character, had conceived n 
decided fondness for the girl. 
She 


was an almost daily visitor anc

the kitchen where Marie Sampleson, 
a domestic, was at work at the fam- 
ily washing .about 1 o'clock. 
The 


girl stated, that Alice had remained 
but a few minutes; that she had paid 
but little .attention to her, but rcc 
ollected having noticed Alice leave 
the house by way of the rear kitchen 
door, pass back through the yard and 
turn northward in an alley which 
runs along the renr of the property. 


Edward Cothrell, father of the 


missing girl, was an employs of 
Dunn, and during that day had been 
engaged in hauling log's. Returning 
from his day's work quite late in the 
evening he was told of the disappear- 
ance of the child and at once took up 
the search. News of her disappear- 
ance quickly spread, and within a 
short time practically every inhabi- 
tant of the little town was assisting 
n the hunt for the missing child. 
Among those who participated in this 
work were members of the Dunn 
lousehold. 


Eveiy 'house in the village was vis- 


ted, and late that niffht Cothrell, to- 
gether with "Del" Reed, a younjj 
nnn also in Dunn's employ, hitched 
up one of the latter's rigs and drove 
:o Fort "Wayne, thinking perhaps the 
:hild had come to the home of rela- 
:ives in this city. It was a fruitless 
quest, and after notifying 
officers 


here of the girl's disappearance, they 
•eturned home. 


DAYS OF ANXIOUS SEARCH. 
Then, followed days and nights of 


most thorough find anxious search 
or the missing child. 
Work wr-1? 


Tactically abandoned by the aympa- 


bors that he had repeatedly searched 
every foot of his own and adjacen 
premises thoroughly; that there was 
absolutely no use of further search 
about his place, and expressed the 
opinion that the child would not he 
found within, several miles of "Wal- 
len. 


INSIST ON A SFjARCH.. 


People began lo feel that a more 


tlt'croug1!! search of the Dunn prem- 
ises, wh&re 'fiie girl is said to have 
been last seen -alive, was imperative, 
yet in the face 'of Dunn's positive as- 
sertion that he Qi-a'd made a thorough 
search, there was a natural tendency 
upon the part of the people to hesi- 
tate. This state of affairs continued 
until the Hunter town 
gentlemen 


after a conference determined to pro- 
ceed to Wnllen and insist upon a 
search, of the Dunn premi^ss, and 
particularly of the cistern. 
Whis- 


pers of suspicion, gained circulation; 
Dunn heard of thorn and it angered 
him. 
The search of the Dunn cis- 


tern was precisely what the Waillen 
people desired, but they lacked per- 
haps organization and leadership to 
enforce the demand. There were in- 
dications that many people in the 
vicinity stood in fear of the mill- 
owner. 


Not so with the Hunteatowii Reg- 


ulators. 
Sund-ny afternoon to the 


number of nearly iifty they went to 
Wallen. 
Dunn, wns 
informed 
of 


their errand. The testimony both nt 
the coroner's inquest and at the pre- 
liminnay -hearing- shows that while 
Eunn did not forbid them, making 
the search, 'there was some parley 
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thetic people of the village and by 
formers residing in the vicinity, and 
all joined in the effort to trace tha 
girl. 
Endless rumors were traced 


down only to terminate In disap- 
pointment. 
The country for miles 


about was thoroughly gone over. 
Searching parties remained out day 
and night, making an organized and 
systematic exploration of every possi- 
ble spot that might conceal her. 


Many solutions were offered. Some 


believed that the child had run away, 
or that she had been kidnaped, or had 
met accidental death, but It was only 
nftor days and nights of ceaseless 
and fruitless search that suspicions 
of foul play began to arise. Interest 
and anxiety Ju the cose spread; 


over the matter, and he assured them 
thst it was useless; that he had 
already searched every foot of the 
premises. Finally two of the Regu- 
lators—J. A. Noonan and* J. E. Ballou 
—were given permission to make an 
exploration of the cistern. Dunn ac- 
:ompanied them, and procured the 
.nrvterial by which a 
stick was 


spliced to the -handle of a garden 
rake in order to reach the* bottom oJ 
the cistern, 


FOUND THE BODY. 


Almcsfc immediately 
from 
the 


depths of nearly eight feet of water 
in the cistern below the kitchen the 
lifeless body of the little girl was 
•lifted. 
Dunn's first remark is sole 


to 'have been: "My G-od, we've "been 


drinking that •water." The discov- 
ery of t'he child's body created a sen- 
sation that can be better imagined 
than described, &nA the high feeling 
that had prevailed for several days 
was quickly intensified, for the mys- 
tery of the girl's whereabouts was 
solved only to give way to another, 
Kow came the body in the cistern? 


The cisten, is located directly be- 


neath tfro kitchen, floor, and Is 
reached by a trap door in the floor, 
tfli^opening being the widtJi between 
the joists and perh'aps twenty inches 
in length. Over the top of the cis- 
tern, possibly eighteen, inches below 
tihe floor, was another lid of similar 
sliape, though 
varying 
from the 


first in size. The body of the dead 
g-irl lifted from the cistern was ten- 
derly laid upon the lawn, at the side 
of the house, and word was sent to 
the city for Coroner Barnett. That 
official, together with Sheriff Stout, 
drove to the Dunn residence Si.mday 
afternoon and beg-aa au investiga- 
tion wliich resulted in a series of 
sensational developments. 
For the 


week following- public interest was 
wrought to the highest pitch. For 
T. still longer period the remarkablo 
case was the chief topic of conversq- 
non. 


Coronet Barnett view the remains 


if the dead girl and ordered the bo'dy 
removed to the grief-stricken home 
a few doors away. Dr. Barnett al- 
most at once sent for Dr. G-reenwell, 
if Huntertown, and upon the arrival 
if that physician a post-mortem ex- 
vmination of the body was made. 


The coroner's inquest, held at the 
ut't house 011 Monday, resulted in 
ome sensational 
revelations as 


hown by the testimony of some of 
he seventeen witnesses -examined. 
The unusual interest in the mysteri- 
us case served to bring- to the city 
large proportion of the population, 
f Wnllen and viciiiity in addition 
o the witnesses 
who were sum- 


loned, and in the 
groups irliicli 


thronged the corridors of the county 
uildiug while the hearing was in 
rogTcss beliind closed doors -there 
•ns plainly jnamfest&d an almost 
niversal feeling- of suppressed ex- 
ectancy.

DR. TAIMAGE'S SERMON. 


THE GREAT PREACHES DESCRIBES SOME OF THE SCENES 


OF APPALLING VICE IN GBEAT CITIES. 


Washing-ton, -D. C., Oct. 15.—In 


this discourse Dr. Talmage descriher- 
sotue 'o'f tlie scenes to 'be witnessod 
laite -at night in tho great cities, and 
warns the unwary of many perils. 
Text: isadahxxi., 11: "Watchman, 
what of ithe nig-htp" 
When night came down on Babylon, 
Nineveh, and Jerusalem, they need- 
ed careful watching, 'otflierwise the 
incendiary's torch might ;have been 
thrust in-tb the very heart of the 
metropolitan splendor; or enemies, 
marching from the lulls, might have 
forced the gates. All nijjlit long, 
on. top of the wall and in front of 
the gates1, might be heard the meas- 
ured step of the watchman on h!s 
solitary teat; silence hung in tho air, 
s.\ve as.some passer-fry raised the 
question, "Watchman, what of the 
ndgKt?" 


It is *o mo a deeply suggestive 


and solemn, thing to 
see it man 


standing guard by night. It thrlllsd 
through TUB, fts at the gate of an 
arsenal In QMarleston. the question 
once smote ane, "Who corner .there?" 
followed Tsy the 
sharp command, 


"Advance 'and gave the countersign." 
Every mortal 
leacher stands on 


picket or patrols the wall as watch- 
man. Sis work is to sound the 
ftlnrm;-and whether it be in the first 
watch, in the second watch, hi the 
tihird watch, or in the fourth watch, 
to be vigilant until the daybrenK 
flings its 
"morning 
glories" 
of 


•blooming cloud 'across the trellis of 
the sky. 


The ancients divided Ihcir night 


into four parts—the first watch, from 
6'to 9; the second, from 9 to 12; the 
•third, from 13 lo 3, -and the fourth, 
from 3 to 6. I Epeak now of 'the city 
in the third watch, -or from 12 to 3 
o'clock. 


LIFE OF THE CITY, 


t never weary of looking upon the 


life o£ th3 city in the first -watch. 
That is the 'hour when the stores are

evening meal. .The clerks, too, have 
broken -away from the counter, anci 
with, brain weary of the long lino of 
figures nnd the wliims of those who 
go a-shcpping, seek the 
face of 


mother, or wife 
and 
child. 
The 


streets are thronged 
with 
young 


men setting out from the great cen- 
ters -of bargain malting. 
Let- idlers 


clear the street and give right of 
way to the besweoterl artisans anO 
merchants. 
They'have earned their 


bread, and 'are now 'on their way 
home fco get it. 
The lights in full
